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GOVERNMENT 
IN WATER-TIGHT 
COMPARTMENTS. 


In that striking and illuminating 
work, entitled “China Under the 
Empress Dowsger,” which has just 
immed from the pen of Messrs. 
J. 0. P. Bland and E, Backhouse, 
the authors have much to say of 
the ‘childish ignorance” of 
China’s officials and ralers, as well 
as of the “unbounded arrogunce” 
that sccothpanies it. Referring to 
the letters and telegrams dispatched 
by the Empress Dowager during 
the Boxer rising, they write: 
“These Imperial messages throw 
into strong relief tho elementary 
simplicity of China’s foreign policy, 
a quality which foreigners frequent- 
ly misunderstand, in the general 
belief that the Oriental mind 
conceals great depths of subtlet 
and secret information. . . It 
is frequently the caso that the very 
Kindergarten clement in Chinese 
politics is a stumbling-block to the 
elaborate and highly specialized 
machinery of European diplomacy, 
and that, being at a loss how to 
deal with the suspiciously trans- 

rent artifices of the elderly 
children of the Waiwupu, the 
foreigntr excuses abt! consoles Kim- 
self by attributing to them faculties 
and resources of a very high 
order.” For the moment, however, 
we are odneerned more with the 
cause with the effect of this 
“ ohildish ignorante,” of which the. 
Chinese, judged by the world’s 
modern standards, can hardly be 
aequitted by tht inet 
ay It is im le to sup- 
ht ine authors of the puerili- 
ties that so often emanate from 
Chinese officials. §and — froin 
the Throne set out with the 
deliberate intention of making 
themselves ridiculous. Conventions 
in China have a particular force that 
they have nowhere else, and they 
fare responsible for rendering 
natural and commonplace to the 
Chinese mind much that appears 
extraordinary or Iadicrous to the 
foreign observer. In the belief 
that their conventions are shared 
by the world the Chineso presup- 
pose that the stereotyped banalities 
of official correspondence will evoke 





























‘as little remark from foreign 
recipients as they would at the 
hands of their fellow-countrymen. 
‘This condition of affairs was natural 
and inevitable fifty or a hundred 
years ago ; to-day it can only make 
Tor the disparagement of the 
Chinese. It exists because official 
Chia is not of a receptive frame of 
mind; she bas 10 wish to learn of 
the foreigner or from the foreigner, 
nor does she readily accept the 
advice of those of her sons who 
have studied the foreigner in his 
own country. As far as the cir- 
cumstances admit, it is sought to 
enclose the whole government of 
China in one vast water-tight 
‘compartment. 

A perusal of this week’s “ Muni- 
cipal Gazette” justifies the infer- 
ence that the policy of government 
by water-tight compartments is not 
the exclusive inheritance of the 
Chinese. It has found its way 
into this Settlement, and we are 
introduced from time to time to 
the spectacle of the three sets of 
local authorities, Consular, Muni- 
cipal and Chinese, striving to carry 
out their respective functions from 
different sides of a closed bulkhead. 
‘The result is mot a success, and not 
infrequently the process lends to a 
deadlock or to prolonged delays in 
administrative work. Government 
under the conditions obtaining in 
Shanghai must always be subject 
to grave drawbacks unknown to 
simpler forms of municipal adminis- 
tration, but the conditions have 
become stereotyped and it might 
be thought that by this time the 
genius of the community would 
have contrived to make a success 
of them. The correspondence in 
the “ Municipal Gazette” proves 
otherwise. Almost without any 
reading between tHe lines, We learn 
that not only have the bulkheads 
been closed betweén the Council 
and the Consalar Body, but that 
there is a tendency to introduce 
water-tight compartients into the 
Council itself. As for the Chinese 
anthorities, they cohtinue coin- 
placently the familiar task of trying 
to discover the minimam degree of 
compliance required to sileneo 
foreign demands. Having been 
compelled to the unusual procesd- 
ing of repairing a public work, 
they seek to carry out their obliga- 
tions with the least possible regard 
to efficiency and utility. 

If the “pull devil, pull biker ” 
policy wérd confined to the deal 
between the Municipality and 
Chinese, we might dismiss the situa- 
tion as one df inherent necessity

and that the time had come 
for a trial of new methods in 
our administrative system. The 
correspondence between the Coun- 
cil and the Senior Consnl 
lacks the usual explanatory sum- 
mary that often sets forth the 
circumstances leading up to an 
exchange of letters. But as far as 
the incident can be reconstructed 
fromthe printed page,thecommunity 
has to infer that one water-tight 
compartment in the Council called 
upon the Senior Consul and dis- 
cussed a proclamation. The bulk- 
head on that side was again closed 
and the proclamation received the 
Consular seal. With the opening 
of the bulkhead inside the Council 
other views prevailed, and although 
the fait accompli could not be resoin- 
ded, it is clearly shown that quite a 
considerable amount might bave 
been added to the original com- 
munication to the Senior Consul. 
Consistency forbids that we should 
allow amongst ourselves what we 
decry in others who are sup- 
posed to benefit from the example 
that we set. Water-tight compart- 
ments should clearly be abolished 
in all phases of administration. IE 
they are to be found in the Council 
itself, they must exist between that 
body and every other. A con- 
siderable amount of friction can 
be avoided by unofficial conver 
tations, but it is well, when a 
body of nine intelligent men is 
to be committed to a policy or 
‘an undertaking that they should 
be first consulted. Finally, the 
‘community would like to think that 
tho day was coming when a Taotai 
appointed to Shaiighai would learn 
on his arrival that the time- 
honoured methdds of Chinbse 
officialdom have to bé left behind, 
and that face is lost irrecoverably, 
af childish correspondence is issued 
from his yamén. But to achieve 
that end, he must bé niet on ground 
that. can never be covered by 
official correspondence.

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THE REFERENDUM. 
December 10. 

Tas United Kingdom has never 
experienced a graver political crisis 
than that which exists at the present 
day. Not only bave the last two 
elections failed to provide the means 
to solve the Constitutional re- 
forms which are now generally 
admitted to be necessary ; but there 
is every probability that when the 
present General Election is com- 
pleted the two great political parties 
of the realm will still remain upon 
almost level terms, and the balance 
of power, as in the last Parliament, 
will rest with the Labour and Na. 
tionalist parties—groups small in 
themselves, but lurge enough, when 
combined, to give a substantial 
majority to whichever party bids 
for their scppere: Tt may be 
doubted whether any conscientious 
politician in the Liberal or Unionist 
ranks would view with aught bat’ 
dismay the prospect of giving the 
final voice in legislation to the 
Nationalist and Labour members. 
For neither of the great parties’ 
can obtain a working majority 
in this manner without pledg- 
ing itself to the introduction of 
legislation which bas neither re- 
coived the assent of the great 
body of electors, nor would be 
likely to receive it in a subsequent, 
appeal to the people. To attempt to 
deal with the grave Constitutional 
issues which must come before the 
new Parliament, with the support 
of either the Irish or the Labour 
party would amount to the coercion 
of a large body of electors, whose 
stake in the prosperity of the na- 
tion probably exceeds that of the 
Liberal, Labour and Nationalist 
electorate combined. Moreover it 
would be a striking example of the 
truth of Roussean’s assertion that 
“sovereignty cannot be represented, 
even as it cannot be alienated ; it 
consists essentially in the general 
will, and the will is not ascertain- 
able by representation. The Eng- 
lish people believes itself free, but 
it greatly deceives itselé ; it is not 
so except during the election of 
Members of Parliament. As soon 
as they are elected, it is enslaved, 
it is nothing.” 

It is scarcely conceivable that the 
Crown will give guarantees with the 
knowledge that by their uso Consti- 
tutional reforms of an almost revo- 
Tutionary character are to be drag- 
ooned through the House of Com- 
mons with the assistance of the 
Trish and Labour groups. But if 

arantees aro refused, and the 
Unionist and Liberal parties are 
unable to obtain a clear majority 
without extraneous assistance, it is 
dificult to see any remedy for the 
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situation that does not entail the use 
of some form of the Referendum. 
‘The Rt. Hon. W. E. H. Lecky 
might almost have been writing of 
the present crisis, when in his work 
‘on “Democracy and Liberty”, 
published in 1896, he states: “In 
the conditions of the present day, 
no serious thinker can fail to pel 
ceive the enormous danger of pl 
ing essential elements of the Cont 
tution at the mercy of a simple 
majority of a single Parliament, a 
majority, perbaps composed of hete- 
rogeneons and discordant factions, 
combined for a party purpose, and 
not larger than is required to pass| 
a Bill for regulating music-balls or 
protecting sea-birds’ eggs.” It is 
clear that under the present system 
of party government it is impossible 
to disentangle the issues put before 
the electorate in such a manner as 
to obtain a clear expression of opin- 
ion in regard to ono particular 
question. Tariff reform figures pro- 
minently in the election of every 
Unionist ; matters extraneous to 
the Constitutional issue are imported 
into the Liberal and Labour cam- 
paigns ; while Home Rule comes 
before everything else in the Ni 
tionalist programme. When Parli 
ment is assembled, measures 
often carried which would never: 
have a chance of success, if mem- 
bers were free to vote according to 
their own inclinations without im- 
perilling the Ministry, or jeopardiz- 
ing some other measure which the 
Ministry has pledged itself to 
introduce. Moreover, until there is’ 
a redistribution of seats, or somo: 
scheme of proportionate representa 
tion is adopted, the actual elections 
to the House of Commons afford 
no real indication of the will of the 
majority of the electorate. Mr. 
Balfour has now come forward as a 
stout advocate of the Referendum, 
only to be met with ridicule from 
the Liberal leaders, who have posed 
for so long as the champions of 
Democracy. It was only last year 
that the Chief Liberal Whip in- 
formed a Glasgow audience that an 
appeal to the people “through the 
























zerlana is always referred to, bat 
it should not be overlooked that 
the principle bas been utilized on 
more than one occasion by the 
Government of South Australia, 
‘and that, within certain limitations, 
it has been adopted by nearly all 
the States of the United States of 
America. The Referendum has 
formed part of the constitution of 
Switzerland since 1830, but in 
recent years its scope bas been 
greatly extended, and it is now re- 
sorted to, ifa petition be presented 
by 30,000 citizens or eight Can- 
tons for the alteration or re- 
vocation of a measure passed by 
the Federal Legislature. Any 
50,000 citizens can also demand a 
direct popular vote on any constitn- 
tional question. On the whole, the 
use of the Referendum in Switzer- 
land has generally resulted in the 
legislation submitted being negativ- 
‘ed, and the voters have evidenced a 
irked dislike for increased expen- 
diture, centralization and violent 
innovation. The main objections 
of those who oppose a direct appeal to 
the electorate on certain clearly de- 
fined issues ‘are that the masses have 
not sufficient leisure to carry out 
direct legislation ; that they have not 
the requisite knowledge ; that the 
Referendum would soon tire out the 
electors ; and that it would not pro- 
duce the results hoped for. With 
the exception of the last every ono 
of these arguments could be used 
against frequent General Elevtions. 
{tis obvious that in adopting the 
Referendum restrictions would have 
to be framed to prevent its being 
regarded as a legitimate method of 
settling party squabbles. The power 
of using it would probably be left 
to the discretion of the Sovereign 
in Council, who would be no more 
willing to permit its use for frivo- 
lous purposes than the Orown has 
been, in the past, to dissolve Parlia- 
ment without adequate reasons. 
With such restrictions it would be 
possible in a crisis like the present 
to ascertain the real will of the 
majority of voters. In the words 
of Mr. Lecky, “I£ such a system 











principle of the Referendum” was 
the only solution of the present 
difficult situation, and that “as 
practical men, they must recognize| 
that it would be easier to get the 
Referendum than to abolish the 
Second Chamber.” Sir Henry 
Campbell-Bannerman was opposed 
to the Referendam, probably be- 
cause he realized that it would have 
the effect of lowering the authority 
of the House of Commons, an effect 
which the author of “ Democracy 
and Liberty” considered “ would

almost certainly do something to 
correct, by an eminently democratic 
method, democratic evils that are 
threatening grave calamities to the 
Empire.

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BY RAILWAY TO 
INDIA. 
December 12. 


‘A Few years ago any proposal 
emanating from Russian sources 
for linking up India and Europe 
by railway, would have been re- 
garded with unequivocal hostility 
and suspicion in Great Britain. 
Whether the project came from 
private promoters, or had the’ 
supportiof the Russian Government, 
it would have been stigmatized as 
yet another of Russia’s schemes for 
aggrandizement in Asia, and asa 
very grave menace to our Indian 
Empire. Happily the relations of 
Britain and Russia have undergone 
a complete change recently. The 
Anglo-Russian Agreement of 1907 
settled the conflicting interests of 
the two Powers in Central and 
Western Asia in such a manner 
that both nations are now able to 
prosecute legitimate schemes for the 
development of Persia, freely and 
openly, without fostering those 
jealousies which for so many 
Years constituted a grave danger 
to European peace. The initial 
reception accorded to a provi- 
sional scheme for a railway 
from Baku, in the Caucasus, to 
Nusbki, in Baluchistan, indicates 
that statesmen and financiers in both 
countries ure prepared to consider 
the proposal, impartially, in all its 
bearings, without being swayed by 
any of the prejudices that doomed 
a similar project to failure twenty- 
five years ago. There is now every 
reason to that the Russo- 
Indian railway scheme will be 
decided purely upon its own merits, 

ile tactica? and strategic 
3s cannot entirely be 
overlooked, we may expect the 
project to be carried out or rejected 
upon such considerations as whether 
the line would pay, whether the 
necessary capital could be raised, 
its value from a strictly utilitarian 
standpoint, and whether the time 
is yet ripe for undertaking a scheme 
of such magnitude. 

The Russian financiers and public 
men who are promoting the en- 
terprise propose to obtain the 
necessary capital in Russia, Britain 
France and other countries. It is 
hoped that German and Persian 
co-operation may be obtained, and 
as a first step it is intended to 
create a Société d’ Etudes, which will 
apply for a concession from the 
Persian Government, undertake a 
preliminary survey, and prepare for 
the formation of an international 
company. Starting from Baku, the 
proposed railway would skirt the 
western shore of the Caspian, and 
then take a south-ensterly route 


























through Resht and Teheran to 
Kirman. Thence it would proceed 
almost due east to Nushki, on the 
Baluchistan-Afghan border, about 
fifty miles north-west of K 
Here it would be connected 
the Indian railway system. The 
entire length of the line would be 
about 1,600 miles, of which 1,100 
would be in Persian territory, and 
the estimated cost of construction 
would be within 421,000,000. 
While the Russian and Indian ter- 
minal lines would, of course, be 
under Russian and British udmin- 
istration respectively, the present 
proposal is that the Persian trank 
line should be operated by an in- 
ternational company, capital for 
which would be welcomed from all 
the European states who cared to 
invest in the enterprise. Wo learn 
from “The Times” that the Rus- 
sian promoters are nine in number 
and comprise men well known in 
commercial, banking and industrial 
circles. It is intended that there: 
shall be from ten to fifteen Russian 
founders, and an equal number of 
British founders. An agreement 
bas been signed by the Russian 
up, providing, among other 
tinge that (1) the company shall 
be international ; (2) its chief office 
shall be some western city (London 
and Brussels have been proposed) ; 
(3) the direction of the line must 
follow the shortest route from Calais 
to Calcutta, using existing lines and 
going, through Persia; (4) tho 
ritish and Russian interests must. 
be equal ; (5) the participation of 
French, German, Persian, and other 
groups 'will be welcome, but the 
amount of their participation must 
be decided later by mutual agree- 
ment ; (6) the founders’ shares to 
receive no dividend until after the 
ordinary shareholders have received 
six per cent. 

Tho plan for a railway, through 
Persia to the Indian Ocean, which 
had the support of the Emperor 
Alexander III, twenty-five years 
ago, failed because there was no 
possibility of obtaining Britain's 
consent to, or participation in, the 
enterprise. It is understood that 
the present scheme has been submitt- 
ed to, and provisionally approved 
by, idward = Gre Lord 
Hardioge and Sir Arthur Nicolson. 
No opposition on political grounds 
need, therefore, be feared. Colonel 
Yate, a recognized authority on 
Indian frontier questions, has 
pointed ont that from the Persian 
frontier to Nushki the line would 
follow a trade route opened up 
between India and Persia daring 
Lord Curzon’s régime, and that it 
would, in fact, obviate the danger 
of invasion from Seistan along the 
valley of the Helmand. As an 
























overland route to India, the utility 
of the proposed railway is obvious 
when it is stated that from London 
to Bombay, vin Alexandrowo, 
Rostoff, and Baku—a distance of 
5,700 miles—the duration of the 
journey would be reduced to 
seven days, whereas it takes at 
least twelve anda half viii Brindisi, 
and could only be done in 
a little under twelve days by the 
Baghdad route, when it is complet- 
ed. A first class through ticket 
from London to Bombay would cost 
about £40, instead of £60 by the 
London-Brindisi route. There re- 
mains only to be mentioned the 
effect of the froposed railway upon 
Persia itself. The advantages to 
that country are so obvious that it 
is unnecessary to dwell upon them 
at any Jongth. Though large tracts 
of land in Persia are unproductive, 
owing to lack of adequate irrigation. 
the new railway project would 
foster Persian trade in both direc- 
tions, and open up the country ins 
manner that would enabie its 
resources to be developed to the 
utmost. Persia, therefore, would 
have everything to gain, and noth- 
ing to lose, by participation in the 
international railway scheme. 











THE HUANGPU 
CONSERVANCY. 


December 13. 
We published yesterday a draft 
scheme for the future regulation of 
conservancy matters, which are now 
in a state of deadlock, owing to the 
ion of the Nanking Viceroy in 
dissolving the Conservancy Board 
atthe end of last month. It is 
typical of the difficulty that exists in 
setting the Peking steam-roller in 
motion, that although the Viceroy’: 
action was a flagrant breach of the 
Huangpu Convention of 1906, it 
still holds good. The Conservancy 
Board stands dissolved and its work 
is nominally in process of bein 
handed over, according to the 
Viceroy’s dictation to the Treaty 
Powers, to the yamén of the Shang- 
hai Taotai. But with this destruc 
tive contribution to a vital problen. 
and with the nominal appointment 
ofan engineer-in-chief, the Viceroy”- 
terest in conservancy work would 
‘appear to have been sated. It may 
be doubted whether even those who 
have been appointed by the (‘hinese 
to take charge of the conservancy 
operations are satisfied that ther 
will be able to make any ede 
under the new régime. ~The com

river is too big a problem ee 
directed to any degree adequately 
by a Chinese official, who may le 
promoted to another sphere at any 
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moment and has, moreover, more 
than enough routine and political 
work than ho can comfortably cope 
with at the present time. ('bina’s 
system of provincial administration 
may be suitable to the every-day 
needs of the people; but it is 
wholly unequal to large schemes of 
national utility extending over a 
number of years, the benefit of 
which may accrue to futuro genera- 
tions and to future incumbents of 
official pos 
China’s wate: 
all public works, are neglected, and 
there is no reason to suppose that 
the Huangpu would fare better, if 
left exclusively in Chinese hands. 
To obviate this fate, it is proposed 
that a definite scheme for con- 
servancy work should receive the 
approval of this community and the 
Consular Body and be forwarded 
with strong recommendations to 
Peking for ratification by the 
Chinese Government and the 
Diplomatic Corps. 

In brief, this scheme is that con- 
servancy affairs should be entrusted 
toa Board comprising the Shang- 
hai Taotai, the Commissioner of 
Customs and the Coast Inspector; 
while associated with them would 
be an international Consultative 
Board of six members, five of whom 
would be nominated by the Ministers 
of the five nations whose. shipping 
tonnage at the port of Shanghai is 
the largest, and one nominated by 
the Chinese Chamber of Commerce. 
The latter Board, according to the 
proposed scheme, is to be kept in 
close touch with all that concerns 
the conservancy of the Huangpu, 
and is to have power to make| 
representations to the Conservancy 
Board and to appeal to a Committee 
of the Consuls-General, if its 
representations do not receive, in 
its opinion, adeqnate attention. As 
the sponsors of this scheme point 
out, the existence of the two Boards 
enables the executive body, the 
Conservancy Board, to be small 
and so better able to expedite 
business. Moreover, the fact that 
all the members of this first Board 
are officials of the Chinese Govern- 
ment will be regarded by the 
nation as the due safeguard of 
« sovereign rights,” while throngh 
the second Board the commercial 
interests of the port will be effec- 
tively represented. As nominees of 
the Ministers in Peking, the mem- 
bers of the Consultative Board will 
still bo representatives of local com- 
mercial interests, but, it is hoped, 
will carry more weight asa body 
than if appointed directly by local 
organizations. In various clauses 
the draft scheme provides for the 
adequate control of the Conservancy, 
Board over the operations for the: 




















maintenance of the Huangpu ina 
sutisfactory condition, and defines 
the relative powers of the two 
Boards. The scheme seems to offer 
an sdmirable solution of the problem 
with which all parties are now con- 
fronted in conservancy matters, and 
‘it is to be hoped that, if the Con- 
sular Body can accord it support, 
there will be no delay in obtaining 
ratification in Peking. 

The crux of the scheme is to be) 
found in the provision made for 
furnishing the new Board with 
funds. Asis known, the original 
Protocol of 1901 provided for 
contributions from the foreign 
community for the conservancy of 
the Hnangpu; but in 1905 the 
Chinese Government intimated its 
desire to bear the whole expense 
itself. The amount then considered 
necessary has proved to be inade- 

ate, and now that the funds 
then provided have been nearly 
exhausted, it becomes imperative 
that anew arrangement should be 
brought into force. There is 
likelihood that the Chinese autho: 
ities will be anxious to defray 
permanently the cost of conservancy 
maintenance on terms that would 
be acceptable to the foreign com- 
munity; while, on the other hand, 
we should like to think that Chinese 
interest in the prosperity of Shang- 
hai would carry sufficient weight 
with the officials to secure their 
approval for a practical scheme of 
conservancy. The question, there- 
fore, tarns upon the form that the 
community's contribution to the 
work should take. Of the various 
suggestions that have been made on 
this point the draft scheme favours 
a tax of one-and-a-half per mille 
of the value of all goods imported 
and exported. For this tax it is 
claimed that its incidence is more 
widely distributed than any other 
could be, and provided that the 
levy is not sufficient to induce the 
retail trade to recover one hundred 
times its amount by raising the 
price of the necessaries of life, 
there would seem little to urge 
against it. Objections can be raised 
to imposts on special interests, and 
it appears to be impossible to bring 
taxation home effectively to those 
who are best able to bear it. There

QUACKERY AND 
SECRET REMEDIES. 


December 14. 


Towarps the end of last month 
a report was published by the Pri 
Council, on the “ Practice o° 
Medicine and Surgery by Unquali- 
fied Persons.” The scope of this 
report, which embodies the results 
of inquiries addressed to medical 
officers of health throughout the 
United Kingdom, is sufficiently” 
comprehensive to include various 
forms of quackery, from the opera- 
tions of the old-fashioned herbalist 
‘and bone-setter to the more fantastic 












1e increase of quacks and 
quackery docs not appear to be so 
it ag might be expected from 

¢ infinite variety of advertisements 
of secret remedies and “specialists” 
which now meet the eye at every 
tarn. It is curious to note, also, 
that quackery flourishes less, in 
proportion, in London, than in most 
provincial towns. Prescribing by 
chemists is said to be the com- 
monest form of unqualified practice, 
the reasons for which may readily 
be understood. A visit to both 
doctor and chemist is regarded by 
many of the poorer classes as a 
waste of energy and money. By 
going direct to the chemist they 
obtain advice for their own and 
their children’s ailments, free, and 
are only called upon to pay for the 
medicine. There can hens doubt 
that muny chemists treat minor 
ailments and injuries promptly and 
satisfactorily ; the danger lies in 
their attempting a diagnosis of 
diseases which they are not 
qualified to distinguish. Infinitely 
more dangerous, however, the 
labours of those self-style \e- 
cialists,” who will undertake the 
treatment of diseases like cancer, 
phthisis and others of similar 
gravity, without even an elementary. 
knowledge of physiology or of the 
effect cf the drugs that they 
‘employ. 











it comes to devising 
remedies for dealing with the evils 
of quackery many difficult problems 
arise. It is impossible altogether 
to prevent unqualified persons from 
prescribing, and others from asking 
or taking their advice. The only 
remedy suggested in the report is 
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aimed not at unqualified practi- 
tioners, but at proprictary mé 
cines and infants’ foods. Tt is 
roposed that the composition of all 
sivertied articles should be stated, 
that their prescription and analysis 
should be determined by the 
Government analyst, that the sale 
of “ headache powders ” and similar 
drags should be prohibited, and 
that the sale of infants’ foods should 
be regulajed. These _ proposals 
would probably be effective in 
reducing the sale of patent medi- 
cines, many of which the public 
would refase to purchase when 
informed of their true composition. 
Something has already been accom- 
plished in this direction by the 
British Medical Association, which 
last year published a small volume 
under the title of “Secret Re- 
medies,” giving the composition 
and cost of a number of Propuelory 
medicines commonly advertised. 
Bat the tendeney of haman nature 
to rely on unorthodox remedies and 
practitioners is so strong that it is 
doubtful whether any effective 
means of eravicating quackery could 
ever be devised. Wo have many 
instances of this in our own com- 
munity, The presence in our midst 
of well-equipped hospitals under 
thoroughly qualified foreign super- 
vision has only deprived a small 
proportion of Chinese residents of 
their faith in their own physicians 
and in their ridiculous theories and 
nauseating remedies, while many 
years of painstaking work by local 
medical missions failed to convince 
a largo portion of the Chinese com- 
munity that the anti-plague 
measures bad not some ulterior 
motive behind them. 

China at present has less to fear 
from her physicians than from the 
secret remedies with which the 
country is now being flooded. 
Chief amongst these must be 
reckoned morphia and its com- 

wands. ‘The enormous scale upon 
which morphia-smuggling is con- 
ducted may be gleaned from the 
fact that throughout Chekiang it is 
now possible for slave to the 
opium habit to satisfy his craving 
with morphia pills at about half the. 
cost of opium. It is probably the 
same in other provinces, and the 
situation is one that calls for un- 
ceasing vigilanoe on the part of the 
Chinese authorities. If possible, 
the morphia habit is worse than the 
opium habit. It is more easily ac- 
quired, more easily and quickly 
satisfied and more demoralizing in 
its effects upon the babitué. When 
making arrangements to prevent 
the introduction and smuggling of 
morphia, it would be a good thin; 
if the Chinese Government secu! 
expert assistance and. co-operation 














to prevent the country from being 
inundated with other foreign drags 
which, while not so dangerous or 
enslaving as morphia, may still exert 
an evil influence over the people. 
Woe have heard recently of & 
vigorous campaign in America 
agsinst the unrestricted sale of 
patent medicines containing dan- 
gerous drags; the day cannot be far 
off when stricter legislation to 
secure the same object will be 
bronght into force in Great Britain. 
Unless China takes stops in advance, 
she will ran the risk of becoming 
the dumping-ground for dra 

which may net be sold elsewhere. 








A STATE-OWNED 
TRANS-ATLANTIC 


CABLE. 
December 15. 

‘A proposal for laying a state- 
owned trans-Atlantia cable has 
recently attracted considerable at- 
tention in Great Britain and Canada. 
The new project is to lay a cable 
along the route surveyed by H.M.S. 
Bulldog in 1860 from Scotland to 
the Faroe Islands, thence to Iceland 
and thence via Greenland to La- 
brador, This survey was so satis- 
factory, that had it not been for 
special indncements offered by the 

‘estern Union Telegraph Com- 
pany, the northern route would 
protaiy have been adopted in pre- 
ference to the present mid-Atlantic 
routes. From the point of view of 
practical telegraphy the advantages 
‘of the proposed scheme are well 
worth serious consideration. It has 
been pointed out that the carrying 
capacity of a cable decreases rapidly 
in proportion to its length. On 
the northern route the longest 
stretch would be that between 
Greenland and Iceland, which is 
only 670 miles, compared with 
nearly 2,000 miles along the route 
followed by the present cables in 
the mid-Atlantic. A correspondent 
‘of “The Times” points out that the 
advantage of the northern route 
would be so great that a single 
cable laid along it could confidently 
be counted upon to perform the 
work of at least two cables further 
south. This would, of course, mean 
that it would be possible to work 
the northern cable at cheaper rates 
than those charged at the present) 
day, not only to Canada itself, but: 
via Canada to Australia and New 
Zealand. The new cable, there- 
fore, should appeal to the Canadian 
and British Governments not only 
because it would be the only 
state-owned cable across the Atlan- 
tic, but also because it would i 
evitably result in a reduction in 
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cable charges to Canada and 
America by all routes. 

For twenty-three years Atlantic 
cable rates have stood at the same 
figure—one shilling a word, and 
there is at present no indication 
that they are likely to be reduced. 
By the new route it is expected 
that a charge of 44d. a word be- 
tween Great Britain and Montreal 
would soon be practicable, and as 
this would mean a charge of 2}d.a 
word for Government and Press 
messages, a sixpenny rate would 
then cover the cost of transmitting 
similar messages to Australia via 
Canada. Bight years have elapsed 
since the Pacific cable was laid 
between Vancouver, Fanning Is 
land, Fiji and Norfolk Island, 
New Zealand and Australia, the 
capital required being contributed 
jointly by the British, Canadian, 
New Zealand and Australian 
Governments. This cable has 
never paid its way owing to 
Australia’ prior engagements with 
the Eastern Extension Telegraph 
Company. Rates were reduced, 
as the result of the strong opinions 
expressed at the Imperial Press 
Conference last year, to a figure 
that enabled Press messages to be 
transmitted between Britain and 
Australia via Vancouver at nine 
pence a word. In the middle of 
this year the Board leased a wire 
between British Columbia and 
Montreal from the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Company, thereby securing 
direct communication over its own 
lines between Australia and Eastern 
Canada. The Canadian landlines 
are now directly or indirectly under 
Government control, so that the new 
cable would complete a Government 
cable system between Great Britain 
and Australia. Apart from all other 
considerations, it would be a great 
advantage to have State-owned cable 
commanication with the Antipode: 
to fall back upon in case of any 











interrption of the Eastward route. 

Tt is stated that the new line 
could handle 14,000,000 words of 
Canadian traffic at a cost of 
£131,250, as compared with an 
existing expenditure of nearly 
£250.000 on 5,000,000 words. 
Incidentally the new route would 
benefit the Canadian landlines by 
bringing about a very large in- 
crease in traffic without any reduc- 
tion of the present land-line rates. 
Perhaps, however, the most it 
portant consideration of all is the 
control that would be given to the 
Canadian and British Governments 
over the cable rates of other cot- 
panies. At present the Atlantic 
Companies are natarally unwilling 
to take into consideration a section 
of their traffic that represents only 
one-sixth of the total annus!

It would at once 
render unnecessary any farther 
attempts to control the ruling 
Atlantic rates by Government 
supervision, as the competition of a 
state-owned cable would bring 
trans-Atlantic cable rates down to 
their lowest level without resort to 
legislation. By lowering the cable 
rates between Britain and Australia, 
it would probably enable the Pacific 
cable between Vancouver and 
Australasia to be worked at a profit 
instead of at a loss as at present. 
These are but a few of the advan- 
tages which should appeal to all 
who have the development of an 
Imperial cable system at heart.

THE CONSERVANCY 
OF THE HUANGPU. 


Since the arbitrary action taken by 
the Viceroy at Nanking in ordering the 
Huangpu ey Board to dis- 
solve at the end of November, the 
question of the fatare of the conservancy 
works bas been exercising the minds of 
the local public associations, such ss the 
Chamber of Commerce and the China 
Association, sa well as the Consular 
Body. A practical scheme for desling 
with this important matter has now 
been evolved and we publish it below. 
It has already received the consent of « 
majority of the Chamber of Commerce, 
‘and of the committees of the China 
Association and the American Associa 
tion, and bas been submitted to the 
kindred Associations, It was intended 
that asa matter of courtesy—a point 
that should have appealed to all those 
into whose hands the draft scheme 
‘came—it should not be published until it 
bad been formally submitted to the 
Consular Body, whose approval i 
necessary, if the scheme is to find 
favoar in Peking. The prematare 
publication on Saturday of a rechaujé 
of the proposals, however, renders it 
necessary that the fall text of the 
scheme should be made known. In 
regard to Clanse 4 it will be noted that 
the expression “having, ngreed” pro- 
supposes the approval of all those con- 
cerned. This approval bas yet to be 
obtained.

(b) Alll conservancy fands, in whose- 
ever’s bands, shall, within thirty days 
of the promulgation of this Agreement, 
be paid to; the, Conservancy Board 
account. 

(©) Any new annual Government 
grant that may be made shall periodical- 
ly, on fixed dates, be paid in fall to the 
‘Conservancy Board's account. 

(@) The conservancy tax on imports 











‘and exports referred toin Article 4, shall 
be collected by the Commissioner of 


Customs and shall periodically, on 
fixed dates, be paid to the Conservancy 
joard’s account, 

(©) The Conservancy Board will dis 
arse conservancy fands for the execi 
tion of the necessary works and for tl 
maintenance of staff and office at its 
discretion. Cheques will be cashed on 
the signatures of any two membera, 

4. The several Chambers of Com- 
‘merce and Associations representing the 
Commercial interests of Shangtaibar- 
jing agreed to the raising of a tax for 
‘conservancy purposes, consisting of 3 
cent of the Customs Daties and, in the 
the case of duty-free goods, of one and a 
balf per mille of value, the tax shall bedealt 
with, as provided for in Article 3 (d), as 
‘soon as such formalities as are necessary 
to regalarize it bave been completed and 
notified to the Conservancy Board by the 
Ministers, 

5. For all contracts in connexion 
with the works, snd for the purchase of 
material or machinery, ete, public tend- 
ors will be invited, and the tender 
offering the most advantageous condi- 
tions accepted. 

6. The Conservancy Board shall 
‘appoint, at its discretion, and shall con- 
trol the staff necessary for the work to 
be effected, including the Secretary and 
Engineer-in- . 

7. The general jarisdiction of tl 
Conservancy Board extends over the 
Hosagpa from the Yangtee to its 
tidal limit, that is to say, with- 
in those limite—betwoen the high 
water lines—no operation which 
may possibly affect the regimen of tho 
river shall be undertaken without 
's consent, nor without sach con- 
sent sball pontoons or balks connected 
‘with the shore be established. 

‘All applications for the Board's con- 
sent for works, ete., on the Haangpa 
below the upper harbour limit, aball be 
made to the Harboor Master and be 
replied to by him as heretofore, 

‘The control of the River Police, of 
sanitary arrangements, of aids to naviga- 
tion and of pilotege, remain as hereto- 
fore in the hands of the Imperial

8 Under the Conservancy Agroe- 
ment of 1905 provision that the Con- 
servancy fands benefit by the sale of 
Crowa lands, in so far as such sales are 
rendered justifiable by the conservancy 
scheme, was left undefined. Daring 
the operation of that agreement large 
‘quantities of Crowalands, with the Oon- 
fservancy normal Hine as a boundary, 
have been sold by the Shenko Office, 
by which the Conservancy fands should 
hhave, but have not benefited. 

‘This matter needs settlement, but is 
‘too involved to be dealt with herein, It 
is therefore decided that, subsequent to 
the promulgation of this Agreement, 
this matter be jointly investigated by the 
Taotai and the Consular Body, as a pre- 
liminary to the addition of a sapplement- 
ary article to this agreement. 

9.—The duties of the Conservancy 

are : 

(1) At an early date to come toa 
conclusion in consultation with the 
Engineer-in-Charge concerning : 

(® What should be the ultimate aim 
of conservancy works, 
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(b) What measures are neceseary to 
secore that end. 

(©) What is the estimated cost &f such

THE QUESTION OF

‘The following proclamation issued by 
the City Magistrate is the result of 
the investigations of the Provincial 
Assembly at Nanking on the subject of 
Shenko, to the initial stages of which 
reference was made in a memorandum 
by the Assembly addressed to the Vice- 
roy and Governor, published io our 
of December 6. The records of 
respondence in 1901 between the 
Teotai and H.M. Consul-General on 
the subiect of Shi i 
the Settlement 
ilable for publication at a later date. 
As indicated in the memorandum with 
ite reference to the Shanghai-Hongkew 
Wharf Compsny’s case, and in the 
sabjoined document with its pregnant 
reference to the Chinese Land Office, it 
may quite probably be found that the 
Assembly's investigation will lead to 
obstructive effects upon procedure for 
Shenko of land sccreted to property 
held ander foreign title deeds. 

Proclamation issned by the City 
Magistrate, Ti'en, dated December 9. 

The Magistrate is in receipt of a 
the Provincial Treasurer 
quoting instructions of the Governor 
dated November 8, stating that the 
Provincial Assembly bas addressed him 
as follows :— 

“On October 20, at the third session: 
‘8 discussion took place and decision war 
recorded to the effect that report and sale 
of Shenko should stop. And further in 
the published decision in respect to 
expenses for self-government it was laid 
down that all Shenko be reported by 
local Self-Government bodies, and should 
be held by them as public property. 

“It follows from this that all newly 
accreted foreshoreland ronst be taken in 
charge by the self-government bodies in 
each district, and that this is a foal 
decision and is now placed beyond 
doubt. Nevertheless, since its publica 
tion repeated instances have been noted 
of reports of accreted Iand, and payment. 
therefor. This follows from the fact 
that certsin persons of ill-repute con- 






















































nected Shenko and possessed of 
local infinence have conceived anxiety 
that alter the formation of Self-Govern- 
ment, there will be no means open to 
them of dipping their fingers into 
the profits which sccrae from Shen- 
ko practices. They are well aware 
that the foreshore in order to become 
the same as ordinary landed property 
must be clear of the water for the space 
of ten years, and therefore they have 
universally made their preparations for 
gaining ownership, by presenting their 
names and reporting purchases, in the 
hope of paying the price, making the 
transaction official, and thereafter rai 
ing this as a pretext for wresting » 
foothold thereon. This procedure is in 
disregard of the local common good and 
is an infringement upon the decision of 
the Assembly duly published and put 
into force. ‘The Assembly therefore re- 
quests the Viceroy and Governor to 
give directions to the two Provin- 
ial Treasarers at Soochow and Nan- 
king to express and declare the 
the decision formerly arrived at stating 
that the purchase of accreted foreshore 
by sea, rivers, lakes or creeks, except 
by local self-government bodies, shall 
leease ; and further that they’ shall 
fenjoin all the local officials concerned 
to act in compliance, and to issue 
proclamations so that it may be generally 
known to the people that the ancient 
bat cancelled procedure of Tao Kuang 
(1840) in respect to accretions may not 
be cited in the hope of effecting 
frandolent transactions, It is hence 
expected that the public property which 
should thus accrue to local Self-Govern- 
ment Societies will the better be 
preserved. The Assembly now daly 
again sets forth this decision ; it has 
submitted it to the National Assembly, 
and bas further arranged for ite publi. 
cation, and now requests consideration 
jand action accordingly.” 

‘The Governor on receipt of this com- 
munication observes ht of 
is a principle which has 
ready been abolished, tor there. ire 
memorial on record in’ the 8th year of 
Tao Kuang to that effect. All the 
more, therefore, it cannot be raised 
locally as a pretext. A dispatch has 
accordingly been addressed to the Pro.

and to issue proclamations accordingly

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FAMINE 
IN NORTHER: 
KIANGSU. 


Dr. Patterson, of Sutsien, has kindly 
commanicated the following facts in 
regard to the famine, which extends 
throngh the northern part of Anhui 
Province and also of Kiangsn Pro- 
vines :— 

‘We are convinced that many people 
will certainly die from malnutrition, yet 
the extent of the need and the way it 
scattered over patches of low land 
make the problem very complex. The 
high ground had good harvests, ‘There 
to be 20,000 refugees coming 
back op the Canal. Many of these are 
simply going back again by the back 
door. Those who hi 
hope at home have gone 
families bave sent away 
members so as to lessen the drain on 
the food supply. A great many families 
whom I know are eating only gra 
now. The people who saw that wo gave 
help in 1907 are obeequious, showing 
that they hope for help. One sees 
some undoubted cases of famine pallor. 
Tho deaths that have occurred are of 
course those of the poor and sick, who 
have only succumbed the sooner. One 
particularly pitifal case occurred bere 
the other day, A poor man realized 
that his ond was near, and begged for 
mat to be buried in ; then dragged bim- 
self toward the burying ground as far 
ashe conld and Iay down to die with 
his face to the gronnd, hugging his 
mat, 

‘The refugees, especially the little 

i saffer extremely this cold 
‘They are provided only with 
a conple of mats and their clothing is 
insufficient. The little crying tote 
stringing down the trail behind their 
mothers, with their little legs trembling 
‘as they walk, is enough to melt the 
heart of the most hardened. We at 
Sutsien would like to know how 
the Committee propofes to work: 
whence it is expected to request 
subscriptions, and how it is proposed to 
distribute help—whether by relief works, 
free gifts, or what other methods may 
be adopted.

A TRIUUTE To DR, TIMOTHY RICHARD. 

A unique reception was given in Tai 
ynanfa, on Sunday, November 13, It 
‘was given by the Provincial Assembly 
to Dr. Timothy Richard. On 
hearing ‘that he bad arrived in 














Peking from England, the President, 
duly authorized by the Assembly, 
went an urgent telegram inviting bim 
to visit them, expressing also their 
intention specially to prolong their 
meeting for five days awaitiog that 
pleasure, ‘There was no refasing such 

invitation, It is eafe to say 
that no such honour has been shown to 
any missioary in the annals of this 
country, and it speaks volumes for 
changed attitude of the people of Shat 
towards foreigners in general, and the 
high estimation in which Dr. Richard 
particular is held by the ealightened 
men of the Province. 

‘That the honour is a well-earned 
one, no one who knows his work for 
Shansi will dispate. When he first 
‘went to Shansi it was as special com- 
together with the Ror.

THE REVOLT AT 


MACAO. 
From Our Own Correspondent, 
Hongkong, December 3, 
‘The Lisbon revolation bas been 
repeated on a rimall scale at Maco thie 
week. On Wednesday afternoon 
boatload of men from the  guaboat 
Patria come ashore fally armed, and on 
three shote being fired ia the eigh- 
tourhood of the Santa Clara {onvent, 
armed soldiers from the bareacks trooped 


ih Vdown tothe Praya, and under the oom- 


mand of a sergeant, a body of about a 
handred armed men marched to Govern- 
ment House, which they surronndcd, 
snd demanded an interview with the 
Governor (Captain Marques.) After 
some parleying a deputation of four 
men was admitted to the Governor's 
office, and proceeded to lay down tho 
men's demands. In the first instance 
they required that a free pardon should be 
granted to tbe men who were partici 
in this revolt, The Governor was et ly 
at their mercy, and gave the promise 
demanded. Then the objects of this 
demonstretion were explained. They 
demanded (1) immediate cowpliance 
with the decree published at Lisbon for 
the expulsion of all religious orders 
from Portuguese territory and (2) that 
the troops (who are paid in Poringuese 
currency) thoald reccive their pay at a 
betier rate of exchange, the official rate

‘While the interviow was in progress 
great excitement prevailed in the 
streets, Chinese were closing their 
shops and many, fearing that the soldiers 
would use their arms took advantage of 
whatever opportunity presented itself to 
leave the city, The long duration of the 
parley with the Governor made the troops 
surrounding the Palace impatient, and 
some attempt seems to have been started 
to rash the palace, bat better counsels pre- 
vailed ad presently the depatation 
emerged with the Governor's written 
Promises that be would take the neces- 
sary steps to meet all the demands 
presented by the troops. 

‘An order for the suppression of the 
newspaper was issued forthwith and His 
Excellency appears to have telegraphed 
to the Lisbon Government in terms 
approved by the deputation for instruc- 
tions for the expulsion of all the reli- 
gions orders and also to pay the troops 
at a better exchange. His Excellency 
showed the deputation the instructions 
he had received from Lisbon, in order 
to satisfy them that he had done so far 
all that the Home Government bad 
directed him to do. He had expelled 
the Jesuits from the Colony, bat be had 
received no definite instructions for the 
the expulsion of the nane. 

Having intimidated Governor 
into acquiescence in all their demands, 
the troops returned quietly to their quar- 
ters, On their bebalf telegrams were 
sent to the sathorities at Lisbon ex- 
plainiog their action, and I understand 
‘thatthe reply was sent, not through the 
Governor, or commanding officer, bat to 
the men's appointed representative. 

Captain Marques, of course, tele- 
graphed his resignation, which the Home 
Government accepted st once and tele- 
graphed to Dr. Vidal, the Ohief Jasti 
calling upon his patriotism in the interests. 
of bis country to fill the post of Governor 
protem, Dr. Vidal acquiesced with great 
reluctance and it is reported that he has 
telegraphed a request to be relieved at the 
earliest possible moment. According to 
carrent report Dr. Vidal's first step was 
to'call together the commanding officers 
and to ask them whether they could 
guarantee the obedience of the troops 
under their command. The replies, it is 
stated, were not entirely satistactory, but

used by the soldiers and sailors towards 
them, and some state that threats of 
violence were uttered by soldiers, 

‘Now comes the news that soldiers 
have taken over the o1 
rao by the Italian sisters, where the 
blind, the balt and the lame are cared 
for, as well as a large number of wai 
‘and stra "ears gushed from the: 
‘of the liers" we read, and at their 
solicitation some of the Italian sisters 
remain to carry on the good work, but 
the French Sisters are taboo and will 
on no acount be allowed to return. 
The nons who remain, however, are 
required to change their garb for ordi 
‘ary civil dress. The explanation of 
the discrimination between French and

4 CONSTITUTIONAL VIEW OF THE 
DIVIDING LINE BETWEEN THE 
DEMOCRATIO AND REPOR- 

LICAN PARTIES, 














By T. R. Jeawiaan. 

The dividing line between the De- 
mocratic and Republican parties of the 
United States has been fundamentally 
marked since the beginning of the 
government. The debates of the con- 
vention which framed the constitution 
#0 accentuated the difference of opinion 
of the members, as to how it should be 
construed, that it was agreed that the 
following provision should be made 
part of the instrament ; « 
not delegated to the Unit 
the constitution, nor prohibited by 
the states, are reserved to the states 
respectively, or to the people." The 
issue was whether the constitution should 
be strictly or liberally construed. The 
members who favoured a strict construc- 
tion demanded that the conatitation 
itself should contain a provision 
defining what powers were granted 
to the general government as well 
as the powers that were reserved 
to the states, and in consequence the 
provision above quoted was incorporated. 
And it is a fact that the statesmen of the 
times were concurrent in the belief that 
the incorporation of such m pro 
‘was necessary to secure a ratification 
the constitation. 

The names of the two parties then 
contending for political eapremacy were 
not the same as now, bat the doctrine of

The constitation 
was not submitted to the people ass 
whole for ratifization or rejecti 
there can be no doubt of this fact, 
because some of the states refused to 
ratify and the union was formed withont 
the dissenting states, A majority of 
the states, not of the whole people, hav- 
ing voted in favour of ratification, the 
union was established, and the states in 
the minority continned independent and 
sovereign ontside of the anion, bat 
ultimately joined of their own accord. 

‘Tho intelligence of Jefferson's view 
is confirmed by the clearness of the 
language used by the states in ratifying 
the constitution. Massachneettsannounce 
ed her ratification in these words: “In

‘The importance of the 
distinction is manifest in that the highest 
attribute of citizenship derives ite rights 
from being the citizen of s state. No 
one in the United States can vote for 
President or » member of Congress 
except a qualified elector residing 
in a state and qualified to 80 vote 
by the laws of the state in which 
be resides, The resident of a ter- 
ritory may be a citizen of the United 
States, but such resident is not qualified 
to vote at = national election except 
he be the citizen of s state. And 
it is well known that the President is 
not elected by a majority vote of the 
whole people, and that one may be 
elected President and yet not have 
received a majority of all the votes cast 
as a whole, 

Marshall is the highest authority on 
American constitutional law. While 
he did not think that the constitation 
conferred adequate powers upon the 
general government be was carefal, 
daring the long time he was Chief 
Tastice of the Supreme Conrt, to mark 
distinctly the separatiog line between 
the state and nations! governments, 
These are his words: “The state 
governments did not derive their powers 
from the general government. They 

the power to govern an- 
tecedent to the general government, and 
not being divested of it by any grant of 
the constitation, they must be -as 
fally possessed of it as ever they had 
been”, In book on the American 
Commonwealth, Bryce, after describing 
the forms of goverament of the ancient 
republics writes: “The American 
Federal Republic corresponds to none 
of these forms. It is itself a common- 
ion of common- 
wealths, The states are not mere 
‘creatures of the national government, 
like the counties of England or the 
departments of France. They have 
over their citizens an authority which 
is their own, and not delegated by the 
general government. They  exi 
before it. ‘They could exist withont it 

In argaing that the general govern- 
ment is nati ‘more than federal the 
Repoblicans maioly rely upon the 
preamble to the constitation which 
reads: “ We, the people of the United 
States, in order to form a more perfect 
‘union, establish justice, insure domestic 
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tranquillity, provide for the common 
lefence, promote the general welfare, 
‘and secare the blessings of liberty 
to onreelves and our posterity, 
do ordain and establish this constitu: 
tion for the United States of America,” 
The mere reading of the preamble 
without the knowledge of how the con- 
stitution was framed and ratified would 
apparently justify the Republican 
contention, but the answer is conclusive 
when it isshown by whom it was 
ordained and established and, 
ascertained, who are meant by 
the people of the United States, 
by their authority it was done. 
this there can be bat one answer :—it 
meant the people who ratified the 
instrament ; for it was the act of 
ratification which ordained and establish- 
ed it. Who they were, admits of no 
doubt. The process preparatory to 
ratification, and the sct by which it was 
done, prove that the constitution was 
ratified by the several states, through 
conventions of delegates, chosen in each 
state by people thereof, actiog in the 
name and by the authority of its state ; 
and, as all the states ratified it, “ We, 
the people of the United States, 
means, We, the people of the several 
states of the union. The facts and the 
inference are irresistible. 

Lincoln was a liberal constractioniet, 
but be knew and scknowledged that 
there were both national and state rights, 
He did not belong to the extreme school 
of statesman who favoured the enlarge- 
ment of the former to the absorption of 
the latter. tate papers and speeches 
prove that, while opposed to slavery, ho 
was unfavourable to interfering with it 
in the states wherein it existed. He 
was opposed to the extension of slavery 
to the territories. His election to the 
Presidency emphasized the issue betwoen 
the Democratic and Republican parties 
and invested with greater prominence 
the question of constitutional constrac- 
mn. The Democrats reasoned, that as 
‘8 territory was the common property of 
all the states the citizen of a state, when 
removing to a territory, had the right 
to take with him his » The 
Repablicans assented in all except as to 
slaves, and answered, that the owner of 
‘slave, when removing to territory, 
bad the right to take with him all the 
Broperty he might possess, bat not his 
slave, 

The iesue thus practically presented 
was submitted to the Supreme Court 
for decision and the Court decided in 
favour of the democratic contention, It 
decided that © negro was not citizen, 
but the property of owner who, on 
removing to s territory, ooald right 
fally carry him with his other property 
to that territory, The democratic 
party accepted the decision of the high- 
est judicial tribunal as final, bat the 
Republican party refused to accept it, 
and Lincoln criticized the action of the 
Supreme Court in language as con- 
demnatory as any used by Roosevelt 
daring the campaign preceding the last 
November elections. 

The existence of slavery was not the 
primary cause of the civil war. It was 
the extension of slavery that first accen- 
taated the difference between the South 
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and North on the subject. And it 
ia historic that the South was not 
responsible for the introduction of 
slaves into the United States, The 
facts of history locate that responsibility 
in » more Northern latitude. Ji mare 
was the only representative from the 
Sonth on the Committee selected by 
Congres to write the declaration of 
independence and he proposed to abolish 
slavery by a provision of that instrament, 
bat the proposal did not meet with 
favour. The convention, however, which 
framed the constitution did incorporate 
into it s provision that the importation 
of slaves should cease in the year 1808, 
which then left about twenty years for 
the trade to continue, but daring that 
interval the states, acting separately, 
could abolish it. It may be noted that 
every southern state did abolish the 
slave trade, acting separately, before the 
arrival of the year when it was abolished 
by operation of the constitution. Vir- 
ginin was the first of all tho states, 
north or south, to probibit the slave 
trade, and Georgia was the first to 
‘abolish the trade by « constitational 
provision. 

‘Nor is it acoarate history to allege 
‘that secession was a dectrine of Southern 
Massachasetts, more than once, 
threstened to withdraw from the Union 
and claimed the right at her option. 
And New York accompanied ber rati 
fication of the constitation with the 
tion of principles : 
“That the powers of goverament may 
be reamed by the people ‘whenever it

‘as far as to open peoples’ letters, In fact, 
‘any news which is contradictory to the 
interests of the policy adopted by the 
Governor-General of Uhosen is strictly 
forbidden to bo published. This is what 
this gentleman calls a despotic govern- 
ment. But such a policy is not necs- 
sarily that of military men, Even if 
civil officers are appointed they willl 
surely resort exactly to the same mes- 
sures. Granting that the late Prince 
Ito remained in the same position he 
would have surely adopted the same 
measure of press control. Such is not, 
only the case in Korea but in Japan as 
well as in all foreign-countries. Perhsps 
the control cf the Press is one of the 
most effective weapons of governing the 
people. It is therefore to be concloded 
that the cbargo brought forward against 
the policy of the Government-General 
under the pretext of its being military 
despotism can not be accepted without 
serious modifications and qealifications. 
It in really bad that the policy of Japan

‘The 
material is next wrapped ins cloth and 
hammered so as to separate the fibres 
‘and expel the moistore, and the fibres 
‘are then palled apart and spun into 
threads for weaving.

At the Foreign Office on November 
24 a deputation waited upon the Foreign, 
(Sir Edward Grey) to arge 
jeation in the new tariff propor 
of the Japanese Government, The de- 
patation represented the Chambers of 
Commerce of Batley, Belfast, Blackburn 
Bolton, Bradford, Burnley, Bary, Dews- 
bury, Glasgow, Halifax, Hoddorefeld, 
Liverpoo', Lande, London, M=nchester, 
Nottingham, Oldham, and Wakefi! 
the Master Cotton Spinners Asso 
acd the North and North-East 
shire Spinners and Manofactarers’ 
Association, Sir Edward Grey was 
accompanied by Mr. Syney Buxton, 
President of the Board of Trade, and 
. T. McKinvon Wood, Under- 
Secretary for Foreign Affairs. 

‘At the outset Sir Edward Grey said 
that negotiations with Japan were pro- 
coeding, and therefore it would be 
impossible for them to give information 
without prejadicing what they hoped 
might be a favourable result. They 
rather hoped to receive information 
from the depatation. 

Several members of the depatation 
addressed Sir Edward Grey, ond urged 
that the large increases proposed wonld 
tend to affec: the amicable relations at 
present existing between this country and 
Japan. 

SIR EDWARD GREY'S REPLY, 

Sir Edward Grey, io reply, expreseed 
is pleasure at having bad the oppor 
tunity of receiving the deputation. The 
speeches which had been made had been 
relevant, concise, and extremely usefal 
to them. Speaking from s general 
point of view, the lesding note ia the 
speeches had been that their relations 
‘with Japan were so exceptionally cordial 
that a feeling of surprise and disappoint- 
ment had been produced in this country, 
that there shoald have been such a steep

Where lights 
burnt every night for several hours, 
‘agin schools and hospitals, the amount 
of oil used is enormous, so that the 
electric lights will not only be better, 
bat probably not more costly than 
kerosene lamps, 


THE COAT OF PROGRESS. 


The advent of the railway is a great 
blessing to the people and the country 
in many ways, Not only is time saved 
bat travel is cheaper than by. boat,— 
that i if one travels in any comfort by 
boat, It has, however, raised the cost 

6 thronghout this section con- 
bly. The Shanghai 
game, poultry, eggs, etc., is brought so 
near tbat there is a scarcity in the 
local market and consequently prices 
are bighor then they would otherwise 
be. This bas caused a rise in wages, 
Local artisans—painters, carpentere, 
mesons—agreed on a day and put their 
daily wage up four cents.

‘st Macao, The Government at Lisbon 
has honoured the promise of the late 
Governor to exempt them,from punish- 
ment “having regard to good inten- 
tion” underlying the breach of discip- 
line, bat the telegram impresses. pon 
the men that any farther demonstration 
of the kind will be treated a a. proteat 
‘agninst the Republic and be dealt with 
‘a8 treason. Civilians instigating or 
inciting a disturbance of public order 
arp aleo warned. It is not clear whe- 
ther the telegram accords a pardon to 
the civilians concerned in the recent 
affair and the wish is probably father to 
the thought in many minds that it does 
nat, for it is commonly said that the 
“revolt bad a civilian origin. This 
week the Acting Governor has suspend- 
ed tho pablication of the Repablican 
paper “ Verdade" which bas been mach 
criticized for its anti-clerical campaign, 
No arrangements have so far been made 
to carry on the female educational work 
which has for so mang years been directed 
by-the Franciscan Sisters, bat there has 
been some effort appareatly to alleviate 
the misery and distress occasioned by 
the banishment of twenty-five out of 
the thirty Italian Sisters who have 
carried on a great philanthropic work 
among the orphans and the indigent 
poor. In the convent of Santo Antonio 
they cared for upwards of six hundred 
of them, and the consequences of the 
abandonment of this work: may be 
imagined. Only five of the thirty Sisters

from foreigners. Anbui bas already 
contributed about Tis. 400,000 and 
Kiangsa has raised about Tis. 200,000 
for famine relief, and this money is 
now being distributed. We discussed 
the matter very carefully together, and 
decided that it would be best to ask for 
special reports from missionaries living 
ia or near the districte threatened with 
famine. I acoordingly telegraphed to 
Mr. Lobenstine, of the Presbyte 

Mission, Hwaiyaen, who is with us 
afternoon, and to Dr. Patterson, of 
Satsieo, Fortunately, I found Mr. 
Lobenstiae in Shanghai a few days 
after the sending of the telegram to 
him, and he met with the improvised 
committees several times to talk over 
the situation. Dr. Patterson also 
promptly replied, and wo received 
farther information from Carter 
aod Dr. Cochran of Hwaiyuen. A 
pecial representative of the district 
affected came to Shanghai to see us— 
Mr. Cheog—snd the information which 
we obtained from all of these various 
sources fally confirmed the roporte which 
hhad been ficst presented tons by the 
gentry of these two Provinces.

Sir—A minute published in the last 
‘Municipal Gazette refers to « proposal to 
invite Far-Hantetn architects to submit 
competitive desigas for the rebuilding of 
Manicipal Offices. ‘There is nothing 
original io the idea per se but jndging.

of technical expert referred to, it 
isevident our city fathers bave in this 
matter not received that professional 
guidance so essential to altimate success, 

Since the word “expert” in this 
connexion can only refer to architects) 
by training and profession, the use of 
the words technical experts” in lieu 
of ‘ Architects ” conveys the obvious 
inference that theawards will be made by 
technical experts other than Architects, 

‘The Council must not be misled into 
the fatal mistake of supposing that 
engineers—whether municipal, railroad, 
electrical, or mechanical—ean be classed 
as experts in purely building matters, 
nor are they better qualified to assess 
the merits or otherwise of Architectural 

Isnning and design than any other 
layman.

| He arrived in Japan from Shanghai on 
October 1, 1864, reaching Yokohama, 
as we are reminded by the “Kobe 
Herald,” on the same day as the flost 
retarniog from the bombardment of 
Shimonoseki, On bis arrival be took 
over the management of the dispensary 
of Dr, Jenkingiand Dr. Willis, who were 
attached tothe British Legation.

stated thst deceased was the second 
engineer of the steamer Ningpo. He| 
last saw deceasd alive at 11 o'clock 
that moraing when he was ia the third 
engineer's room. Witness remained in 
‘the room, bat deceased walked out and 
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rds wi 
heard a report. He sod the third 
engineer tried the door of deceased 
cabio, bat it was locked. ‘They barat the 
door open and found deceased lying as 
he was when the Coroner arrived. 
Deceased’s palse bad stopped. When 
decessed was in the thied engineer's 
room he was in his usual spirits and 
he had gone to his own room 
to dress, Deceased had not spoken to 
witness about apy slander or any 
foolishness on bis part. Witness did 
not think had any money 
tronbles, He was absolutely temperate. 
es knew of no reason why decoss- 
ed should have taken his life. He bad 
been in the ship for gearly three months 
1d witness bad not heard him spoak 
shont any trouble daring that time.
